Id  the  following  brief  comments  f 
upon  the  results  of  the  meeting  we 
shall  endeavor  to  eipress,  not  only 
our  own  individual  opinions,  but  those 
of  [the  majority  of  the  volar*  wilh 
whom  we  have  had  Jan  opportunity  to 
confer: 

lit  regard,  to  Art.  I, 'there  Is,  as 
usual,  but  one  opinion;  Mr.  Ix>throp 
ia,  as  Moderator,  (Air,  able  and  im 
partial  and  the  town  is  lortunate  In 
having  so  etticient  a  person  lo  preside 
over  its  meetings. 

On  Art.  Ml,  there  was,  aa  usual, 
considerable  excitement  and  the  re- 
sult of  the  balloting  for  the  several 
officers  caused  many  surprises  but  a 
generally  satisfactory  list  was  elected. 
One  of  the  moat  unlooked  for  results 
of  the  meeting  was  the  change  in  the 
Board  of  Overseer*  of  the  Toor,  The 
lo»a  of  Mr.  Bales  from  the  boaid  is 
one  of  the  worst  changes  which  could 
have  been  made  and  although  Mr. 
Pra'.l  will  undoubtedly  make  an  cftt- 
ueni  officer  he  has  a  difficult  position 
to  till  in  that  of  Mr.  Bates. 

The  choice  of  Rev.\Mr.  Savage  as 
School  Committee  (or  three  years 
gives  universal  satisfaction  and  we  be- 
lieve  that  no  belter  qualified  person 
could  have  been  obtained  for  the  po- 
sition. In  the  choice  of  Constables 
considerable  dissatisfaction  is  ex- 
pressed,  especially  in  the  centre,  where 
(aimed  that  a  much  poorer  qual- 
ified and  less  efficient  officer  than  Mr. 
Proutr  could  have  been  dropped  from 
the  board.  Mr.  Prouty  has  undoubt- 
edly made  some  mistakes  during  his 
term  but  these  are  hardly  visible  in 
comparison  with  blunders  and  useless- 
ness  of  some  of  the  members  who 
rere  re-elected.  The  result  of  the 
lection  of  Highway  Surveyors,  al- 
though much  different  from  what  we 
should  liked  to  have  seen,  was,  we  are 
forced  to  admit,  generally  satisfactory 
aod  the  result  in  the  King  street  dis- 
trict was  a  complete  victory  for  the 
younger  voters  of  the  town,  Mr.  James 
being  one  of  that  class.  We  hope  he  , 
will  prove  a  good  selection. 

The  re-election  of  Mr.  H.W.  South- 
er to  the  office  of  Field  Driver,  he  be- 
ing the  only  one  of  the  old  board  re- 
elected, was  a  public  necessity,  and 
he,  with  your  humble  servant,  the  ed- 
itor, will  while  away  the  summer 
hours  in  frequent  trips,  via.  Winter 
and  King  streets,  to  the  Pound,  i.e.  if 
you  don't  look  out  for  your  cattle. 

Io  regard  to  Art.  nr.,  all  agree  that 
the  appropriations  were  all  ample  and 
not  excessive. 

The  action  on  Arts.  5,  6,  7  and  8, 
was,  as  usual,  quick  and  sat isf actor}'. 

The  principal  article  of  the  warrant, 
Art.  9,  caused,  as  had  been  expected 
considerable  excitement.  Messrs.  L. 
T.  Cushing,  W.C.  Burrage,  Philander 
Bates  and  J.  Q.  A.  Lothrop  spoke  in 
favor  of  accepting  tbe  report  of  the 
Selectmen  and  building  the  road  at 
Messrs.  Cyrus  H.  Bates,  J.  S, 
Billow  and  John  Bales  vigorously 
op;.ot«d  (he  report  and  letters 
position  to  the  report  were  rea«i  from 
Messrs.  John  C.  Howe  and  Waldo 
Hlgglnaon,  The  rcault  of  the  vote 
on  the  question,  we  believe,  wai  not 
generally  satisfactory  bui  the  Uimc.i 
o(  the  count  cannot  be  doubted,  the 
assertion  that  It  was  not  a  (air  count 
having  been  Intimated  to  u«.

We  are  not  upon  a 
bay  as  is  Boston,  Quincy  and  other 
towns  situated  upon  Massachusetts 
bav.  and  Cape  Cod  bay,  but  by  refer 
ingtoa  map  of  Massachuselts  or 
New  England  it  will  be  seen  that  we 
are  between  the  two  bays  and  not 
located  upon  any  inlet,  but  stand  out 
in  bold  relief  on  the  shores  of  the 
broad  ocean.  Nothing  lies  between 
us  ami  the  western  slope  of  Europe. 
To  be  sure  we  are  in  the  wake  of  the 
Arctic  curreut  on  its  journey  from  the 
region  of  the  north  pole,  and  too  far 
trom  the  warm  Gulf  stream  in  Its 
north-easterly  course  toward  England, 
to  tone  down  the  cold  wave,  that 
strike*  us,  but  tben  if  w«  do  get  the 
cold  blast,  I  haws  suffered  more  un- 
pleasantness from  the  damp  and  chil 
ly  atmosphere  as  far  south  as  Wash- 
ington, with  the  temperature  above 
freeiinj:  point  than  xero  weather, 
here,  which  is  usually  clear,  bracing 
and  invigorating. 

Our  village  is  not  of  course  without 
sickness,  as  in  ex-cry  vil'age,  but  that 
people  die  here  of  old  age  is  a 
noted  fact,  and  that  for  a  place  of 
health  resoit,  especially  forpulmonary 
uplaints,  East  Marshfield  is  with- 
a  rival  on  the  New  England  coast, 
tome  ten  or  twelve  years  ago  it 
cost  the  town  but  about  $300  annually 
to  pay  the  services  of  Its  officers,  and 
for  the  coming  year,  we  learn,  an  ap- 
propriation of  $1,000  is  to  be  asked 
to  fee  them.  If  the  population  of  the 
was  on  the  increase  proportion- 
ally, we  would  say  all  is  well,  amen, 
but  it  is  not  on  the  increase,  as  the 
population  50  years  ago  was  about  50 
more  than  in  i$So  when  the  last  cen- 
sus was  taken,  and  at  that  time  a  bill 
of  $15  a  year  for  services  as  Select- 
man would  have  been  consideied 
large.  Edward  Little  s  me  years 
after,  brought  in  a  bill  of  $40,  and 
the  town  questioned  and  hesitated 
considerably  about  paying  it,  and  now 
either  one  of  the  Selectmen,  whether 
the  head  or  at  tbe  tail  end  of  the 
board  thinks  he  has  not  squeexed 
enough  out  of  the  town's  weak  treas- 
ury unless  he  brings  a  bill  of  $150  to 
$joo  a  vear,  and  all  three  of  them  a 
bill  of  five  or  sis  hundred  dollars.  Are 
there  not  three  men  in  Marshfield 
ith  consciences  big  enough  and 
heads  filled  witb  brains  to  carry  on 
the  affairs  of  the  town  for  wbat  their 
services  are  worth  and  no  more?  If 
we  can't  get  three  it  would  be  refresh- 
for  us  to  look  at  one,  wbo  is 
knowing  to  the  fact  tbat  the  town  is 
in  debt  to  the  amount  of  about  one- 
sixtb  of  the  entire  valuation  of  its 
real  estate.  It  would  be  refreshing 
also  to  look  at  a  man,  representing 
the  fathers  of  the  town,  who  can  go  to 
Boston  or  Plymouth  alone,  and  not  be 
obliged  to  have  two  associates  follow 
to  take  care  of  him.  If  we  have  not 
got  a  man  in  town  to  act  as  Select- 
,  whose  judgment  is  not  big 
;h  to  tiansact  business  out  of 
without  the  assistance  of  tbe 
other  two,  why  the  sooner  we  import 
man  the  better.  Is  it  necessary  for 
!  the  Selectmen  to  meet  once  a 
week  throughont  the  year,  is  not  once 
a  month  often  enough  to  transact  the 
business  of  this  small  town?  We  must 
nuke  some  radical  changes  some 
where,  for  as  we  are  now  going  on 
debt  is  increasing  instead  of  di 
mintshing.  Pay  your  Selectmen  only 
a  $1.50  a  day  and  vote  it  before  you 
elect  them,  and  all  other  officers  of 
the  town  under  pay  the  same,  as  thev 
work  at  most  only  about  ■right  hours  a 
day  generally.  Let  us  be  in  earnest 
and  stop  up  the  leaks,  if  we  want  to 
save  our  little  craft  from  drifting
